Mrs. Herman Dustold, a niece, said in 
one deposition that her uncle was af- 
flicted with kidney trouble and that 
this disease affected his mind so that he 
frequently became violent, and at other 
times fell into a stupor. 


Dr. H. S. Brooks, who attended Pries- 
meyer, corfoborated the old man’s ten- 
dency to mania. Dr. Brooks said that 
Dec. 2, 1904, he advised Priesmeyer’s 
wife that if there were any affairs re- 
quiring her husband’s attention an ef- 
fort should be made to dispose of them 
at once. Dr. Brooks said Priesmeyer’s 
mind was clear when that advice was 
given. His reasons for making the sug- 
a. Dr. Brooks testified, was that 

riesmeyer .might again go under: a 
mental cloud. The will, which is in 
controversy, was drawn Dec. 7, five 
days after the date on which Dr. Brooks 
testified he made the suggestion. 

Mrs. Dustold testified her uncle wads 
accustomed to. visit her in her home at 
Cheboygan, Wis., every year for ten or 
twelve years. She said he destroyed 
certain articles of furniture at which 
he seemed to take a ‘‘spite.’’ He cut a 
mattress in her house in the autumn of 
1904, she said, and once declared that 
she was responsible fwr a pain he suf- 
fered while siting in his favorite rocking 
chair, which, she said, he accused her 
of having altered so as to make it hurt

Animal Stood Near Until Driv- 
er’s Injuries Had Been 
Dressed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—After run- 
ning away and throwing its driver head- 
long to the street, where he landed un- 
conscious, the big bay horse of J. H. 
Wurdeman ran up on the porch of the 
house of Dr. H. Wells Woodward at 3118 
Massachusetts avenue, last night, and 
rang the electric push button bell until 
the doctor came out and went to the 
aid of the injured man. 


While the doctor was making a pre- 
liminary examination of Mr. Wurdeman 
to ascertain his injuries, the horse stood 
quietly in the street, making no attempt 
to get away. Even after the driver 
had been taken into the doctor's office 
to have a laceration of the forehead 
sewed up, the horse remained waiting 
outside. 

“I thought at first the horse was com- 
ing in to superintend the operation,’’ Dr. 
Woodward said, laughlingly, today. ‘It 
was certainly the most remarkable thing 
I ever heard of, and had I not person- 
ally witnessed the whole affair, I say, 
frankly, I would not have believed it.’’ 

Mr. Wurdeman was driving the bay 
attached to a light runabout. At Four- 
teenth street and Massachusetts avenue 
the animal became frightened and 
dashed down the avenue toward Thir- 
teenth street. After going but a short 
distance the terror-stricken horse turned 
sharply on the sidewalx throwing Mr. 
Wurdeman from the buggy. He landed 
on his head and became unconscious. 
In striking the curb the buggy was 
wrecked and the horse with only the 
shafts attached stopped momentarily 
and, eye witnesses say, looked over at 
the driver and then raced through the 
gateway up the front steps of Dr. Woed- 
ward’s home. 


Rang the Bell. 


At the door of Dr. Woodward's office 
is @ smal] electric push buton and over 
this is fastened a _ nickel-plated sign, 
reading: ‘‘Patients will please enter 
without ringing.’’ The horse has made 
no statement as to why the bell was 
rang, but anyway Dr. Woodward aru 
a maid were brought to the door Dy 
the persistent ringing of the bell. 

Opening the — doors, they saw 
the horse standing on the porch, rub- 
bing its nose vigorously on the nickel- 
plated sign. When the maid screamed 
the horse stuck his head in the vestibule 
as though looking for someone. 

Dr. Woodward, who had been treat- 
ing a patient, went out to back the 
horse off the porch. Outside he saw a 
crowd around a man whose face and 
clothing were covered with blood. The 
doctor turned the horse loose and it fol- 
lowed him to ho injured man, who, 
after being treated 4 the doctor, tele- 
phoned his father, who took him home 
in a carriage and‘had the horse, which 
had stood around outside, taken to its 
stable. 

Dr. Woodward said today: ‘It was one 
of the strangest things I have ever 
heard of. I was attending a tient in 
my office, when I heard a thundering 
noise on the rch, and I remarked: 
‘That sounds like a horse.’ An instant 
later the bell began to ring continu- 
ously, as if the person outside was in 
a big hurry. One of the. servants in 
the house answered the ring. Her as- 
tonishment knew no bounds when she 
found the horse at the door. The ani- 
mal ked his head almost into the of- 
fice before I reached the door. When 
the horse was backed off the porch I 
saw there was an injured man outside 
on the lawn. I treated him for a wound 
over the eye, and he was able to go 
to his home in a few moments. 

“It is an easy gg 3 to ring the bell, 
because it requires but little pressure 
to ring it when the sign is off and less 
when the plate is fastened over the 
push-button.” 

Dr. Woodward would not venture an 
opinion as to whether the horse knew 
what_he was doing in ringing the bell. 
Dr. Woodward is one of the best- 
known specialists in this city.

SALT TRUST PLANT BURNS. 


Joy Morton Heavy Loser in | 


Kansas Fire. 
HUTCHINSON, Kan., March 26.—The 
MortOn Salt Block, belonging to the 
Hutchinson Salt Co., the so-caled Salt 
Trust, owned chiefly by Joy Morton of 
Chicago, burned last night. The fire 
broke out at 7 o’clock. A new $250,000 
— to the plant is included in the 
Oss, 

‘A vast quantity of salt stored in the 
building was made worthless, and the 
cooperage shops connected with the 
lant are a total loss. The aggregate 
oss will amount to a Httle more than 
$500,000. The fire started from the ex- 
plosion of a coal oil lamp. Crude oil 
was burned in the furnaces and the fire 
went from the boiler room to other 
parts of the building. A strong south- 
west wind caused the flames to spread 
rapidly. 

uch costly machinery is burned and 
twisted iron. Joy Morton of Chicago, a 
brother of Paul Morton, ex-Secretary of 
the Navy, is the chief stockholder of 
the company, and the plant was named 
for him. With the exception of the new 
part, the plant was covered by insur- 
ance. The Salt Trust has plants in New 
York and Michigan. The output was 
1000 barrels a day, but with the new ad- 
dition and new process installed the out- 
put was to be increased to 2000, which 
would have made it the largest in point 
of output in the Unted States.

porters have gathered such figures on 
the subject as are available relating to 
the company now possessing a monopoly 
of the St. Louis supply. 

These show that with a plant whose 
assessed physical value is $3,603,940 and 
whose physical value, according to the 
return made by the company to the 
Secretary of State, is $3,663,000, the gross 
earnings were $3,318,219 for the fiscal 
year 190% and the net earnings $1,317,356. 

For 1906 the respective figures eee 
$2,130,359 and $848,742, which by the rule 
of percentages approximates the figures 
of 1905. ‘ 

Though the assessment returns are as 
given, to justify a stock bond and cer- 
tificate issue of $29,000,000, the books of 
the company carry as the value of the 
plant and investment $29,627,029, and 
miscellaneous assets bring the grand 
toial up to $31,639,075, while its profit 
and loss account of Aug. 31 last showed 
a surplus of $513,839. 

Under these conditions the practica- 
bility of 80-cent gas appears when the 
figures given are analyzed in conjunc- 
tion with the effect of such a price on 
the company’s income. 

According to the figures given 39.% per 
cent of the gross earnings of the La- 
clede Gaslight Co. are available for in- 
terest on bonds and dividends on pre- 
ferred and common stock. 

With this 39.7 per cent of gross earn- 
ings the Laclede Gaslight Co. pays in- 
terest on bonds outstanding to the 
amount of $17,000,000, dividends on pre- 
ferred and common stock -of the amount 
of $11,000,000 and $1,000,000 of certificates 
of indebtedness. 


Franchise Assessed at $8,000,000. 


the City Assessor a personality of $1,- 

75,000 and realty of $1,628,940, on which 
it pays taxes. Its franchise is assessed 
at $5,000,000, making the total taxed 
value $11,603,940. To the Secretary of 
State its report is: Personalty, $2,013,000 
and realty $1,650,000. The personalty in- 
cludes the mains, laterals and meters. 

At the present time the sources of 
income of the Laclede Gaslight Co. are 
the city lighting contract, held by tne 
Welsbach company, special fuel gas 
ontracts with manufacturing plants 
and household fuel and illuminating 
services. In the first three sources the 
net rate of income is 80 cents or iess a 
thousand feet and ~ consequently the 
oniv element of income affected by the 
introduction of 8-cent gas would be 
that from filluminating gas service to 
individual consumers. 

The question at issue, therefore, is as 
to whether the earnings of the company 
are such as to justify 80-cent gas and 
the figures given present enlightening 
features for consideration, made the 
more notable by the differing 
placed upon the enterprise for the in- 
formation of public officials and for the 
benefit of the investing public. 

The disparity between the returns for 
assessment of taxes and the sum car- 
ried on the books of the company, as 
the value of the plant and investment, 
accounts for the basis on which divi- 
dends and interest are paid. The se- 
curities outstanding represent a total of 
$28,000,000, in addition to which $1,000,000 
ef certificates of indebtedness due in 
1911 bear imterest. Both the interest 





charges and the dividends are the same, 
5 per cent and the issue of securities 
has been carefully kept in step with the 
earning capacity of the company. 

Incorporated March, 1857, with a per- 
petual charter of wide powers and mag- 
ni.cent rights, all cenfirmed by the 
State Supreme Court, it was not until 
1893 that the Laclede Gaslight Co.

According to these figures, too, the 
annual gross earnings of the plant are 
almost equal to its assessed physical 
value. The net earnings are 36.5 per 
cent of the same value. 

Of the sources of income only that 
from illuminating gas service, as stat- 
ed, would be affected by the introduc- 
tion of 80-cent gas. That service, rep- 
resenting about one-half of the total 
pervice, would therefore have to bear a 
net reduction from $1 a thousand feet, 
of 29 per cent from the presént rate, 
equivalent to a reduction in the gross 
income of about 10 per cent.

TOLEDO, March 26.—As a slap on the 
wrist for these would limit or destroy 
the poetry product of Toledo. Judge 
Brough today granted a divorce to Mrs. 
Ida Eckert Lawrence from Frederick 
Lawrence. Mrs. Lawrence is the poet 
laureate of Ohio and composer of an 
ode to the battleship Ohio. Her fanci- 
ful muse has served to counteract the 
worldwide repute of Toledo as head- 
quarters for mosquitoes, malaria, glass- 
ware and iron, and has created in the 
city of Maumee a distinct literary &t- 
mosphere, at which not even Boston has 
dared to sniff. 

Despite the fact that his wife’s ‘‘Day 
Dreams’ and other beautiful couplets 


have done so much for this whizzing, 
material town, Frederick L. Lawrence 
has never cared for verse. In truth, it 
is said, he seemed to prefer almost any- 
thing else to poetry.. The burden of 
Mrs. Lawrence’s plea for freedom is 
that her artistic soul revolved at the 
barbaric attitude her husband held to- 
ward finer arts. She asserted on the 
stand that. so rabid was her husband's 
dislike of her work that he organized 
a clipping bureau and worked overtime 
searching the public prints for ‘‘knocks” 
on ths noble art of versifying. 

Ond@s the derogatory articles were 
found, she asserted, her husband would 
spend his time arguing with her, teasing 
her about her own productions, and 
thus, as she averred, inflicting upon her 
the refinement of cruelty. As cruelty 
was the ground upon which the divorce 
was asked and.as Mrs. Lawrence proved 
her husband rent her spiritual soul in 
shreds, the decree was granted. It Is 
expected that the freed singer will now 
touch the minor chords of her lyre,, and 
will send forth a song that will eliminate 
the sorrows from which she has es- 
caped. 

Mrs. Lawrence was one of the four 
commissioners selected by Gov. Nash 
to represent Ohio at the Paris Exposi- 
tion. She addressed the International 
Woman's Congress as the French Cap- 
ital on ‘‘American Women in Litera- 
ture,”’ the French press devoting much 
space to discussions of her paper. 


HEAVIEST BOY IS DEAD. 


Weighed 640 Pounds and Was 
but 17 Years Old.

APPLETON, Wis., March 26.—Elmore 
Sheppard, known throughout the land 
as Big Eno, the heaviest boy in the 
United States, and only 17 years of age, 
died here Monday of fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart.

such investigations will prevent many unsound ventures.

Then, with 
a farewell sail-spread of white shirt- 
front hbellving out from a lowcut waist- 
coat, Jack Rance plunges thereafter in- 
to the irrevocable gloom of the longest- 
tailed and blackest frontier ‘‘store coat” 
and the most interminable black trou- 
sers that ever enveloped the form of 
mortal man, all terminating in a pair 
of anthracite-shining boots, from which 
he occasionally flecks the dust with the 
cambric handkerchief that Bret Harte 
first placed in the hand of John Oak- 
hurst. It’s a cumulative abysm of 
black—but no! there’s one break in the 
blackness.

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THE STATE WEIGHING BILL 





To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch, like most of the 
metropolitan newspapers that have at- 
tempted to discuss the State weighing 
bill, passed by the Legislature just ad- 
journed, seems in entire ignorance as 
to the provisions of the measure. 

The inspection of grain has not been 
in the hands of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change for twenty years or more; for 
that length of time it has been unlawful 
for the Merchants’ Exchange to issue 
an inspection certificate, that function 
being entirely confined to the State. 
The Merchants’ Exchange has filed no 
protest against State inspection, in fact 
the members of the Exchange who ap- 
peared before his excellenty Gov. Folk 
last Thursday at Jefferson City, said 
that they had no objection to State in- 
spection. The bill in the hands of the 


Governor for his approval provides for 
State weighing of grain consigned to 
the three great markets of the State 
for sale or storage. Kansas has a law 
providing for State weighing, and the 
Merchants’ Exchange has entered into 
a solemn court contract with thes, Jlli- 
nois Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion agin that only State weights 
shall be official in East St. Louis. his 
contract is of record in the St. Clair 
County, Illinois, Circuit Court. Under 
the present law the State weighs all 





grain that goes into or out of public 
elevators. Only elevators of 50,000 bush- 
els capacity or more are required to 
qualify as public elevators. This bill 
seeks to bring all elevators, regardless 
of capacity, that do a public business 
under the law. 

At present an elevator of 49,000 bush- 
els’ capacity may operate right along- 
side of a public elevator of 50,000 capa- 
city without giving bond or submitting 
to any sort of supervision. The owner

But they say the farmer has no in- 
terest in this bill for the reason that 
he does not ship his grain to the mar- 
ket. but sells it to local mils and grain 
dealers. The farmer, no matter to 
whom he sells his grain, must pay the 
freight to the market and the market 
expenses. These are invariably deduct- 
ed by the local dealer, otherwise he 
would soon be bankrupt. These market 
expenses now include a double weighing 
fee, unjust tolls, etc. This bill Senator 
Anthony asserted on the floor of the 
Senate would save the farmers of Mis- 
souri $600,000 annually. Senator An- 
thony has been a miller and grain deal- 
er all his life and knows whereof he 
speaks. in one item alone the bill will 
save the eephere to the Kansas City 
market $50, to $75,000 a year. Now a 
toll of 100 pounds is exacted by the 
Board of Trade on every car of ain 
that goes into that market. This is 
taken without right or excuse. The bill 
will increase the number of State 
weighers about sixteen altogether in the 
three markets—St. Louis, ansas City 
and St. Joseph. Why should any honest 
grain dealer object to State supervision 
of weights?

the inajor leagues? Quite a puzzle to 
Pick the winner when all that goes to 
make a player great is considered 
from a practical standpoint, and not 
from the general atmosphere of local 
prejudice, as doped out by impractical 
writers on the sport. Let me see what 


are the essential qualities for a top- 
notch catcher: 1. Natural ability for 
the position, for made catchers never 
reach the top row. 2. Range, footwork 
and speed. 3. Throwing from all angles 
with accuracy and a crisp knowledge of 
the runner. 4. The ability to work with 
all pitchers and run the game. 5. Game- 
hess and the ability to stand a large 
amount of hard work under a killing 
pace. How many catchers now before 
the public have developed all of these 
important points of the game? 

Who are the logical candidates? Cer- 
tainly not players of one or two years’ 
experience. Not catchers who have 
never gone through the fire for a hard, 
strenuous season. Not catchers who 
work as machines. Not players who 
work from day to day for the money 
without a thought outside those sug- 
gested by the captain. The great 
catcher must be an inventor, a man 
who would make a success of most any 
business calling for a level head. Some 
players have received big money as 
catchers, more for their worth to a 
team as batsmen and baserunners than 
for their worth as great catchers. Il 
am not picking ,out the most valuable 
catchers, but the men who are masters 
of the fielding end of the game. Men 
whv would count for most if they never 
went to the bat; catchers pure and sim- 
ple. It’s an easy matter to pick out 
men for the different positions, and 
since I have fired the first gun in se- 
lecting the players I note others have 
followed suit, something I would en- 
joy if some reasons were given for thelr 
selections. When I pick a player I am 
willing to give the points that force the 
winner to my mind... Picking catchers 
is no easy game, as there are a great 
many look ng for the honors. Some 
with several fine qualities, but very 
few with the five points necessary to 
land the angel cake. 

We have 16 major league clubs, with 
less than one great or first-class man 
to a club. I will pass the two Boston 
clubs with Lou Criger. Brooklyn has 
3erger. Bresnahan is the star at the 
Polo Grounds. Jim McGuire and Kleinow 
are the best with the Highlanders. 

In Philadelphia we have  Dooin, 
Schreck and Powers. At Washington the 
veteran Jack Warner is still doing good 
work. At Pittsburg Gibson is giving 
promise of becoming one of the very 
best in the business. The same can be 
said of Schleil of Cincinnati; Kemis. and 
Clarke of Cleveland are valuable on ac- 
count of their stick work; Schmidt and 
Payne of Detroit give promise. I must 
pass up St. Louis, but find a pair of 
birds at Chicago. In fact, Moran and 
McFarland are only a few points behind 
Kling and Sullivan. In New York I find 
the veteran Jim McGuire slowing up 
after a remarkable record as a back- 
stop. Kleinow is coming, but lacks en- 
thusiasm. Bergen of Brooklyn is a nat- 
ural backstop and a brilliant thrower, 
who watches the bases, but lacks what 
is known as “ginger.”’ 

Bresnahan is a valuable workman, but 
not a great backstop, as he drops too 
many balls when the pitching is erratic. 
Dooin of Philadelphia is Nght for the 
work, very enthusiastic, a fine team 
worker. takes all the chances, but lacks 
the range of the best men. Schreck is 
a grand backtsop, plays the game as if 
he enjoyed the sport, but is first handi- 
capped with a weak throwing arm and 
lacks the determination to fight the en- 
emy from all angles. Mike Powers is a 
grand catcher, intelligent, a fine throw- 
er, is into every play, watches the 
bases, and a power behind the stick 
when the game is going against his 
team. Yes, Powers is really a grand 
workman, and nothing but the best in 
the world can hold this student.
